Half 
an hour lazer snother “faint 
tremor was recorded. whilst at 
nearly two o'etock this morning 
distinc> tremors were made 
visible on the instrument. The 
Grs: distine: earthquake was re 
carded ar 2.18 a.m. and lasted 
fifsy-five sacands the amplitude 
mom. bain 27. At 257 ain. 
another quak> took pisee, last.

corded, and distinc: earthquakes 
ware recorded at 6.36, 6.38, 7.37, 
745, 7.57 and 9.40, foar of which 
were felt.

Notes For Amateurs. 

The following gardening notes 
for amateurs have been written 
for the Hoagkeng Horticultural 
Society and sent to us for publica- 

‘ton 
1 Work for the month of Septera- 
| per: The following vegetable and 
i dower seeds should be sown in 
pans under shelter in readiness tor 
putting out in beds or in pots. 
Vegetables: celery, lettuce, tomato. 
marrow. Flowers! Chinese balsam. 
giant sunflower, French marigold. 
‘African marigeld, sweet alyssam, 
yerbena and tagetes. 

The greatest care should be 
taken to Keep ants and mice trom 
theseed pans. The former may be 
easily avoided by placing the secd 
pan on a flower pot which stands. 
in apan of water and the fatter by 
placing a sheet of glass over the 
‘seed pan. 

Seeds of any kind sown in pans 
should te watered for the first 
time by placing tne pan in a 
shallow tanik or vessel of water; 
at the same time care should be 
taken to sea that the water does 
not flaw over the edge of the pan. 

Tne following seeds may be 
sown in beds in open ground— 
Vegetables: radish, Chinese: cab 
page. spindch, beetroot, ‘¢arret, 
Eaglish cabbage, koh! rabi ands 
cauliflower. 

To prevent the seeds being 
eaten by ants on edging cf thin 
bearding, well tarred, should be 
placed round eich ded. A very 
light layer af st id on each 
bed after sceds are sown will save 
the young seedlings from being 
burns up by the midday sun. 

‘The following cuttings may de 
taxen and putin pans well-drained 
containing haif sand and one 


quarter each of black end leaf . 


soil. All should be sheltered from 
heavy rain and hot sum: hellotrope, 
aalvin, eranthemum and  mar- 
guerite. Bulbs of liliur longiflorum 
may be planted out in beda or 
pitted. - Geraniums snould be re- 
potted bat still keps in shelter in 
wet weather, a 

Important: All seeds should be 
kept in air-tight tins and a small 
quantity ef pepper put in each tin 
and well ghaken. up among the 
seeds: this will "prevent the 
destruction of seeds by minute 
insects which often arrive in the 
seed packe*s. “ 
"Spores of Adiantums (Maiden- 
hair Fern) may now be sown in 
pots -by the. simple method ‘of 
taking 2 leaf béaring ripe. spores . 
and. laying it back# downward on 


the soil, the top layer of soll should | 
be sterilised ‘by baking it until .

President Hsu's View. 


Reuter bas been favoured with 
the following expressi-n of Pre- 
sideat Hsu's opinions regarding 
the Pacific Conference: 

After referring to President 
Harding's request for an oxpres- 
sion of China's opinion, which the 
Amorican Charge d’Affairea com- 
municated tothe Chinese Govern- 
ment on the 12th instant without 
formally inviting China's part- 
icipation, the President says he 
is confident that the Chinese 
people will be dalighted to take 
part, ead’ he believes that the 
Conference must be beneficial 
not only to the Far East, but to 
the world in general, for the 
Chineso are oo peace-loving 
nation, and they have seen the 
serious effects of the world-war 
during and after the period of 
warfare. 

Since the war, the world has 
turned its attention more to the 
Far East and the Pacific, and 
China is locatad on the shores of 
the Pacifi. 


Reviawing the bistory of inter- 
national relations for some 10 
sears, and those of tecent date, 
the President says it will be seen 
that there re many involved 
questions which might lead to 
international 
Moreover, not all the Powers are 
willing to settle disputed ques- 
tions according to fundamental 
principles. This fact not only 
retards peace but is likely to stir 
ap the international situation to 
a much greater extent. 


The President believes that the 
whole Chinese nation in giving 
consideration to the forthcoming 
Conference, will be united in 
hoping that the Conference, 
as -regatds Pacifie and: Far 
Eastern questions, will first 
decide, and then establish, 
just international principles. 
under which all international 
questions will ba dealt with, an’ 
that thus future complicatiors 
will be sovided. ,

welcoming the Conferencé on ba- 
balf of the people of China and 
placing thease, their sincere 
hopes, before the. peoples of

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WAGES DISPUTES. 


So far as very revent indications have gone to show, 
there would ‘appear to bea fair measure of industrial peace 
at Home—at ast wehave had no news through of either 
big strikes or disputes. Whether this is a sin of omi 
on the part of Reuter or whether it really indicates that 
the country isat last settling down to the new order of 
things in the labour world, it would indeed be hazardous to 
guess. Can one hope for industrial peace? That ise 
query which present conditions render it hard to answer. 
Throughout the civilised world within the last eighteen 
‘months, thousands have been thrown ont of work and other 
thousands voluotarily have abandoned’ their employment 
because of wages disputes. ff prices. continue to fall then 
it would seem inevitablethat wages must still further fall 
—a proceeding franght with grave liability of industrial 
unrest. : . 

. The annual wastage of manpower through the latter 
cause is mest strikingly illustrated in acircular just to 
band. Tbe compilerof it has taken the six big countries 
of Germany,"Itzly, France. Great Britain, the United 

’ States, and Spain and he points out that in 1920 no fewer 
than 7,637,735 strikers were involved in the various 
-disputes entailing a loss of 90.MH,760 working — days. 
These are figures hard tu coruprehend, but they convey the 

* impression they were intended to, namely, that until the 
forces of capital and labour seek a real. working basis the 
wastage of disputes will continue to be enormous. <A great 
many of the recent strikes have arisen Irom the funda- 
mental error of one or both sides in the dispute 
in estimating the value of labour and commodities 
only in terms of actual money prices, overlooking the real 
meaning of the word “value.” Value has been well defined 
as being ‘the ratio in which things exchange for one 
another~’ and if this conception of value were generally 
and fully appreciated a normal relation between wages and 
“profits would speedily be reached and maintained. In a 
time of falling prices—like the present—both the. employer 
atid employee must receive smaller monetary reward, but in 
actual purchasing. power each continues to receive the 
equivalent of his own productive contribution. Although 
men are receiving. lower wages their power to purchase 
life's necessities and comforts has not changed very much 
since the war. It has changed a Little, because of war, 
‘political unrest and strikes.” “The full power to purchase 
most be built np again before any great measure of pro- 
* sperity can return, and thus we find that the industrial 
situation is largely dependent.on the political situation.

-If the 
facts in conrection with the Shop 
Assistants’ Union at Home are 
correctly sct out in @ statement 
before us, the case may be quoted 
as an illustration that the mis- 
takes. are not alwayson the one 
side. The proprietors of the 
wholesale textile houses, in 
planning wage cuts,” propose to 
abolish the three different rates 
of pay for various grades of 
workers and to place them all on 
the same footing.” The effect 
would be thar the salesman 
would ba placed on‘a level with 
the porter of bis department 8: 
6Ss. a wees. while the woman 
typist would be classed with the 
office-cleaner and the packer at 
3ég. “We are willing to agree 
to a reduction equivalent: to a 
fall in the cost of living, but the 
employers’ proposals go rouch 
forther than that,” states the 
employes’ organiser. This 
offer to accep 28 reduc- 
tion = in accordance with 
the acale-of- living costs strikes 
one as eminently fair. Perhaps 
fo the further negotiations the 
employers bave recognised this. 
Thera are labour disputes enough 
without adding to them when the 
workers show themselves in 
reasonable mood. A Further 
grievance ix the threatened loss 
of status. In these days thera is 
no general desire to perpetuate 
artificial distinctions, but it isnot 
difficult to understand the objec- 
tion of s salesman or an office 
worker to being bracketed with 
the porter and the office-cleaner.

THE COLLAPSE 
FATALITY. 


— 

Further Details. 

Farther detai's of the collapse 

' at Queen's Rosd West yesterday, 
are to hand. ‘shey show that No.: 
315, one of the houses affected, 
crashed first, and as the:joists 
fell from their position, tha strain 
was conveyed to the. neighbour- 
ing structure No. 313 with such 
force that it was brought down 
also. The party wall, however, 
was left standing. and s0 also 
wore the verandahs and kitchens 
of the two buildings, A. oumber 
of miraculous escapes are re- 
‘Tated and “as illustrating the 
freaks which often occur 
in such mishaps «8 lark 
and three kittens escaped 

’ without even the trace of an in- 
jury, notwithstanding thst the 
cage and basket in which they 
were conta:ned, were somewhat 
crushed. 

Firemen and Sanitary Board 
coolies, working up to & very late 
hour Isst night were able to 
extricate three dead bodies from 
the ruins, leaving two more to be 
accounted for. Of the number of 
persnns who escaped or were 
rescued fromthe ruins and dis- 
‘patched to Hospital, an official 
report issued by the Police this 
morning states that seven persons, 
of whom.two were women, were, 
brought out.from the ruins 
of No. 313, and four from No. 315, 
in addition to othars who escaped 
without serious injuries and were 
not required to be brought tothe 
Hospital. 

“No. 315 was a three-storeyed 
building, the ground floor of 
which was used as a carpetiters’ 
sbop, and the first and second as 
dwelling quarters. The other 
building which was 2 four-storey- 
ed structure had its ground floor 
-occupied by s money-changer’s 
shop, ita first floor by tenants, 
aud its upper floors by a sea- 
man's clab. Shoring are now 
being pot up ‘to support 
the walls and verandahs, and the 
adjoining buildings which escaped 
the collapse, are being cleared of 
their tenants, until these have 
been made safe, 

On its way back from the scene 
of the collapse, s fire tender came 
to grief at the junction of Pedder 
Street and Queen’s Road. The 

‘vehicle took too wide a curve in 
negotisting the corner and was 
caught in a trench that bad been 
dug ‘by the Electric Company’s 
workmen on the south side of 

Queen’s Road. “A coclie was in- 
jared, but beyond a severe jolting 
the firemen escaped. The 
machine narrowly missed « tele-

Mr. Washington Vanderlip 
Explains Terms of 
Offer to US. 


According to report,two naval 
bases on the Sibertancosst, which 
it is declared, would give the 
United States control of the 
Pacific, have been offere 


the United States opens full com. 
mercial relations with Soviet 
Russis. This important offer is 
revealed by Mr. Washington B. 
Vanderlip of Los Angeles, Cal. 
head of the American syndicate 
which hss secured rich com- 
mercial concessions. Mr. Vandar- 
ip has jst returned from Russia, 
whero the final negotiations were 
coocluded 

The agreement between Mr. 
Vanderlip and the Moscow 
Government, in which the Soviat 
offers the two naval bases 3 
America, is already in the hanus 
af Senator Lodge. at Washington. 

HARBOURS OFFERED. 

One of the harbours is at 
Avatohs bay on the southeastern 
coast of Kamichatks. The other 
is near Vladivostok. Mr. 
Vinderlip pointed out that a 
powerful plan. base could be 
constructed to the southern part 
(near Vladivostok), which is only 
about three hours from the 
Japanese coast by sir. 

While Nikolai Lenin, bead of 
the Sdvict Government, was in 
conversation with Mr. H. G. 
Wells, ‘who made 's trip of 
investigation to Russia, he inad- 
vertently let slip the information 
that two naval bases ware being 
offered to the United States. 
When Mr. Wells was leaving 
Rassia, the fear arose that he 
might reveal something that 
would be embarrassing to the 
powers concerned, so the 
British writer was held on the 
frontier five days onthe pretext 


of passport technicalities. In 
the meantime, a diplomatic denial 
was prepared. This information 
also was revealed by Mr. Vand- 
erlip., 


STATEMENT BY VANDERLIP.
